THEATER TRUST 
RULES GOTHAM. 


Dramatic Art in New York 
- City Placed on a Commer- 
cial Basis by the 
Syndicate. 


|NOONE DARES TO FIGHT. 


Not a Manager Will Openly Crit- 
eise the Combine, Its Meth- 
ods, or Talk for 
Press. 


WILLIAM WINTER'S PROTEST 


New York, Jan. 11.—[Special.]—The theat- 
rical syndicate now controls every Broadway 
theater in New York City. 

The syndicate has placed the drama on a 

purely commercial basis. Actors, plays, and 
playwrights are measured by the standard 
of how much money can be made out of 
them. The result is that a New York theater 
manager has .ceased to speak about the 
worth of a production, of the artistic value 
of players, but talks entirely of his box office 
receipts. 

When Maude Adams ended her run of 
** L’Aigion "’ and the Bernhardt-Coquelin en- 
gagement closed the management sent out 
notices in which the box office receipts were 
given, but nothing said of the greatness of 
Rostand's play, or the artistic growth of 
Miss Adams, or the beauty of the perform- 


ances of the French players. 


There is not a manager in the city who will 
openly criticise the syndicate or its methods. 
Even Kirke La Shelle, whose play, Ari- 
zona,“ was shut out of New York for a year; 
A. H. Chamberlyn, or Jacob Litt, whose 
Broadway theater has been half empty near- 
ly every night this season; will not talk for 
1 about their treatment by the syn- 

te. 


William Winter's Protest. 

As a sample of what many of the theater- 
going people think the following written by 
William Winter, the oldest dramatic critic in 
town, may be given: 

At this moment—much to the injury of 
the dramatic profesBion, and much to the 
discredit of most of its leaders—the stage is 
girdled with the tentacles of an octopus, hav- 
ing its head in this capital and its limbs ex- 
tended throughout the land. 

A theatrical trust has been formed, and, 
under its sordid and ruthless tyranny the 
theater has been turned into a sort of de- 
partment store. The tive of this ring is 
mercenary and the toné of itis vulgar: Such 
an influence must, in the nature of things, 
make everything that it touches common- 
plage and mean. 

One of the biessings most to bedeatires, at 
the beginning. of the. 
this syndicate of speculative 
corner grocers’ traders in the arts, and there- 
upon the restoration of a fair competition in 
business. 

Insures Ruin of Art. 

The stage can be preserved only by the 
preservation ofits charm. To make it com- 
mon is to insure its ruin. In the immediate 
dramatic prospect there is but little promise 
of fine achievement, but in the domain of the 
stage, as in other domains, there are always 
salutary and noble forces working beneath 
the surface, and the hope should be encour- 
aged that in this, as in all realms of human 
activity, evil will ultimately be defeated and 
good will conquer. 55 


Declares Trust Unwarranted. 

Maurice Campbell, husband of Henrietta 
Crosman, is quoted in the same paper as fol- 
lows: 

The idea of a trust in theaters has dupa 
seemed to me absurd and unwarranted. It 
is the actor, not the theater, that is the 
power. The theater itself holds a position 
similar to the house where one lives, or the 
store where one offers one’s commodities 
tor sale, 

The manager of a theater is entitled to a 
fair rental for the use of his money, that 
will give him a suitable return for his invest- 
ment. But that a combination of theater 
managers, or of persons controlling theaters, 
should dictate to the actor, to whom they are 
absolutely subordinate, is unfair and inde- 
fensible. Miss Crosman’s standing is such 
that, providing she has a suitable play in 
which to display her art, the public that 
wants to see her, not the theater, will give 
her its patronage in whatever theater she 
may appear.“ 


Afraid of the Syndicate. 

When the season opened the New York, 
the Bijou, arid the Casino were considered 
independent houses. 

The discussion which followed the closing 
of the Savoy Theater by Miss Henrietta 
Crosman revealed that H. B. Sire would 
not book her at the Bijou until he had con- 
sulted Klaw & Erlanger. The Bijou was 
dark at the time, the attraction for which 


six weeks was booked had failed. Mr. Sire, 


it is said, preferred to have his house dark 
and lose the rent rather than oppose the 
syndicate. 

When Miss Crosman wanted to o 
Savoy Theater, which had failed as a ‘music 
hall, Manager Aarons would not book her 
until after he, too, had consulted the syn- 
dicate members. 

This house, which was run as a theater on 
a music hall license and later kept open with- 
out a license, was the latest one to pass 
under the control of the syndicate. 

Wallack’s Theater, which is controlled 
by Theodore Moss, was an independent house, 
but Charles Frohman has obtained it for the 
remainder of the season, after Miss Mary 
Mannering’s run ends, to put in any play 
he sees fit. 


Pass Into Syndicate Hands. 

The syndicate has the remainder of the sea- 
son at the Herald Square. The Liebler com- 
pany, which started out to fight the syndic- 
ate, leased Hammerstein's Republic Theater 
for a year. After James A. Herne withdrew 
a syndicate attraction with Maclyn Ar- 
buckle as a star filled in the time until Miss 
Viola Allen presented In the Palace of the 
King.” 

The Liebler company has made a closer 
alliance with the syndicate by using players 
hired by the season by Daniel Frohman to 
produce a new play.

May Disrupt the Club. 

It is not improbable that the affair will 
cause a disruption in tha club.

Again and again she sank 
into a coma, from which she was with diffi- 
culty aroused. When finally restored she 
was so weak she could not be questioned as 
to her sensations. 

Miss Schaefer on Thursday was removed 
to the Presbyterian Hospital, but her case 
attracted so much attention that today she 
was removed to a private hospital, the loca- 
tion of which has been kept a secret.

MILL BOILER EXPLODES, 
INJURING THREE EMPLOYES. 


Plant of Bedard & Morency Company 
at Oak Park Partly Wrecked and Fa- 
talities May Result Cause Unknown 


Through some unknown cause the main 
boiler of the Bedard & Morency Mill com- 
pany’s sash, blind, and door factory, Lom- 
bard avenue and South boulevard, Oak Park, 
exploded yesterday morning at 8:45 o’clock. 
The engine-room was wrecked, the western 
end of the factory badly damaged, and three 
poy were seriously hurt. The loss will be 


The Injured. | 
Procunier, I. B., engineer, residing at 917 Superior 
street, Oak Park; internally injured, face and 
neck bedly burned and bruised, left arm broken 
in two places, and two ribs fractured; taken to 
Presbyterian Hospital; may recover. 
Beck, Herman, ripper, residing at Madison street 
and Marengo avenue, Harlem; head badly cut 
and severely shaken up; taken home; serious, 
Foss, Charies, cutter, residing at 834 Bellfort ave- 
nue, Oak Park; shoulder broken, cut about the 
head, and face bruised; taken home; not serious. 
The explosion occurred an hour after the 
men began work, and there were thirty-two 


men in the main building. They were saved 


by a twelve-inch brick wall that shuts off 
the engine-room from the mill proper. 

The fires in the engine-room are allowed to 
die down at night. Night Watchman Peter 
Bergeron had cleaned out the fire pit and 
placed the wood ready for lighting. En- 
gineer Procunier arrived at 7:30 a. m. and 
started the fire. Bergeron claims all was 
right when he left, and the proprietors of the 
mill say the boiler was in good condition. 
Procunier cleaned it on Sunday, and city in- 
spection shows it was all right two weeks 


2g0. 

When he had started the fires Procunier 
went to a far corner of the engine-room and 
sat down. His 7-year-old son Harry was 
with him. TWice, the boy says, his father 
fed the fire with shavings from the mill and 
with coal. A few moments before the ex- 
plosion occurred he ordered the boy to go tc 
school. When the boy was a block away he 
heard the boiler explode. 

The boiler broke along the fire line and di- 
vided into two sections. Half flew through 
the northwest wall of the engine-room and 
landed thirty feet away. The other half, 
going in the opposite direction, ripped out 
the other two walls and overturned a sixty- 
foot brick smokestack, which fell on the 
ruins. The roof fell and brought with it two 
large water tanks, holding 800 gallons. This 
prevented any fire 
In 1896 the mill was destroyed by fire, caus- 
ing a loss of $9,000. The works were then 
built on a larger scale. It is thought the mill 
wiil be repaired in two months. The present 
accident will prevent the firm from complet- 
ing 3 worth of contracts that have been 


signed. 
Neither member of the firm could give a rea- 
son for the explosion. Procunſer had been. 
with them for ten years and was known as an 
exceptionally careful man. 

The stockholders of the company held a 
meeting in the evening and decided to begin 


at once to repair the damage done by the 
explosion, 


FIX MORDERBEPWE 


POLICE HAVE SLAYER OF SALOON. 
KEEPER NICOLA BOLLITTINO. 


Thomas Perkins and James Moran, 
Who Are Under Arrest, Admit the At- 
tempted Robbery and Killing of the 
Liquor Dealer and Charge Each 
Other with Firing the Shot That 
Caused Death—Detectives Work on 
a Meager Clew. 


After nearly five months the murderer of 
Nicola Bollettino, a saloonkeeper who was 
killed on Aug. 29 in his place of business, 140 
North Sangamon street, is under arrest, al- 
though the guilt lies between two men. 
Thomas Perkins, a prisoner at the County 
Jail, declares that James Moran, 4109 At- 
lantic street, fired the shot. Moran insists 
that Perkins is the guilty man. Inspector 
Kalas is inclined to the belief that Moran, 
who was arrested yesterday morning, is the 
murderer. 

Bollettino was alone in his saloon. Moran 
and Perkins entered, accompanied by Harry 
Spread, 198 South Halsted street. The trio 
called for beer. .When Bollettino turned to 
serve the drinks he was confronted by two 
revolvers and told to hold up his hands. In- 
stead he reached for a revolver. Either 
Perkins or Moran, developments indicated, 
fired at him, and he fell behind the counter, 
fatally wounded. The three men escaped, 
together with two companions who were 
keeping watch on the outside. 

When Henry Erickson, 203 Austin street, 
was killed during an attempted robbery on 
Jan. 3, a man running past 120 Curtis street 
was heard to say: He has croaked another 
fellow.“ When this was reported to In- 
spector Kalas he could connect with the re- 
mark no murder that had not been explained 
other than the killing of Bollettino. The 
detectives took up the meager clew. 


Tells of the Killing. 

At 2 o' clock on Sunday morning John Chris- 
topher was arrested in a lodging-house vt 
286 Fifth avenue. His brother, Otto, was 
found to have been one of the two who waited 
on the outside of the saloon while the three 
went in to rob the saloonkeeper. Otto Chris- 
topher was arrested on Tuesday morning in 
the same house. He admitted that he was 
with the party that tried to rob Bollettino, 
but said that he did not know which of the 
three fired the shot. Henry Spread, he said, 
was in the saloon. Spread was found in the 
bridewell, where he was serving a term for 
larceny. - 

Christopher told of a plot to kill Spread, he- 
cause he had told a friend after the murder 
that Moran had done the shooting. Accord- 
ing to Christopher a mock robbery was 
planned near a railroad track, the intention 
being to lure Spread where they could throw 
him in front of an approaching train, thus 
killing him under circumstances that would 
point to an accident. 

The only member of the party that is not 
yet arrested is Willie McLaug lin, who is 
thought to haveleft Chicago. The rest of the 
men have signed statements telling of the 
part they todk in the attemptedrobbery. All 
stories agree except the contradiction of 
Perkins and Moran. - 


Hard Work by Detectives. 


Detectives Norton and Kubizki of the West 
Chicago Avenue Police Station, who were 
detailed on the case, have worked almost 
constantly during the last week. Moran was 
followed from place to place on the South 
Side. He moved five times during the week.

Gammage was employed in the auditor’ 
department of the Mexican National rall- 
road. It is related that Gammage fell in 
love with a young woman from Toronto, 
Canada, who was employed as a trained 
nurse in the American hospital here. She 
was a niece of John Leys, formerly a mem- 
ber of the Canadian Parliament: It is said 
the marriage was prevented by the uncle of 
the young woman. 

Gammage is said to have an aged father 
and mother and a sister living in Chicago.

Their 
cries were heard by Watchman Feltes, who 
was nearby, and seeing the two robbers run- 
ning away he started in pursuit, in the mean- 
while firihg five shots at them. Rohan 
stopped, dropped the overcoat, and struck 
Feltes with his revolver. Feltes hung on 
to him, however, and a patrol wagon was 
called. At the East Chicago Avenue Station 
Rohan said he was 22 years old. He was 
identified by Hughes.

Patrick Lyons, a bookkeeper, employed b 
Armour & Co., and living at 228 Sedgwic 
street, was held up, robbed, and beaten by 
two thugs while within 200 feet from his 
house.

They were so weak that they 
had to be assisted from the vessel, and seven- 
teen died before they could be removed from 
the wharf.

Their heroism finally was rewarded, 
with daybreak the weather perceptibly mod- 
erated, the sea became calmer, and the wind 
having shifted from east to north the Carro 
fishermen at 6:30 a. m. again put to sea. 
More once it was thought the boat was 
engulf but the small craft rose in sight 
again on the crests of the waves, approach- 
ing gradually nearer to the Russie. 

Then a rope was thrown, which the fisher- 
men caught, and the lifeboat soon afterward 
was alongside. Then, above the howling 


the Russie, which were reéchoed by the 
crowd ashore. 

Another boat, manned by four men, was 
then launched and succeeded in reaching the 
wrecked vessel. A few minutes later the 
Carro boat left the Russie’s side, heavily 
laden.

Enthusiasm Is Delirious. 

The enthusiasm was delirious. The spec- 
tators plunged into the sea. Some of them 
dragged the lifeboat ashore and others lift- 
ed the women out of the boat ang carried 
them in their arms through the waves to 
dry land. One woman was clasped in the 
arms of her son, who had been waiting on 
shore since Monday.

All Finally Rescued. - 

, It was unfortunate that want of foresight 
resulted in all the nourishment being kept at 
the lighthouse, two miles distant, for the 
sufferers had to walk there, assisted by their 
friends, before restoratives could be adminis- 
tered. 

The four-oared boat next arrived with 
seven more passengers, and the lifeboats 
then made repeated journeys until all were 
saved and sheltered in the lighthouse. 


Tells of His Experi

Passengers Stricken with Panic. 

“On Tuesday morning a violent wave burst 
in the door of the saloon.. The passengers, 
who were again stricken with panic, rushed 
on deck. We reassured them and barricaded 
the doorway with mattresses. All day we 
were obliged helplessly to watch attempts 
to reach us with rockets and life boats from 
the shore and by tugs. 

“We passed the night in a state of the 
deepest anguish. The waves increased in 
fury and dashed over the vessel, which was 
thumping on its starboard side, until in the 
early morning, the plates gave way and the 
stern of the vessel went to pieces. The 
utmost consternation now prevailed among 
the passengers, who fled to the forecastle 
deck amidships, and the fore deck, clinging 
to the rails and stanchions. Again we wit- 
nessed desperate efforts all day long to res- 
cue us. 

Frightful Scene on Board. 

“When night fell without relief, and with 
the wildest tempest still raging, the scene 
on board was frightful. The passengérs 
seemed heartbroken, the women weeping 
convulsively. 

“On Thursday morning the cruiser Galilee 
hove in sight. Hope revived as it was seen 
approaching us with engines reversed. The 
water wag too shallow, and the waves 
threatened to engulf it. It made for the open 


sea, and the passengers were again plunged 
into the deepest dispair.

GHICAGO WINS IN DEBATE 


DEFEATS NORTHWESTERN IN A 
CLOSE CONTEST AT EVANSTON. 


~ 


Vote of u to 1 Given the Maroons in 
Semi-Final Competition of the Cen- 
tral League — Subject Discussed Is 
the Lodge Law Providing Educa- 
tional Test for Immigration, and the 
Successful Team Has the Negative 
side. George Levy Wins Honors. 


The debating team of the University of 
Chicago defeated the representatives of 
Northwestern University in the third annual 
semi-final contest of the Central Debating 
league at the First Methodist Church in 
Evanston last night. 

The closeness of the contest may be judged 
from the fact that only by a vote of 2 t0 1 
by the judges were the representatives of the 
maroon able to wrest the supremacy from 
the Northwestern speakers. 

The question, of which Chicago had the 
negative, was: Should house bill No. 7,864 
become a law?” This is otherwise known 
as the Lodge law and provides for the re- 
striction of immigration by means of an 
educational test. The debaters were: .

8. George Levy carried off the honors of 
the evening. He was the best man that Chi- 
cago had and this was evident from the time 
when he mounted the platform, although G. 
H. Parkinson of the Northwestern team was 
a close second. The delivery of both was 
about equal, but Levy surpassed his oppo- 
nent in emphasizing the important points of 
the debate. 


Opening of Contest. 

Harry O. Hill opened for the affirmative 
and stated that the ebject of the bill was 
two-fold: First, to exclude - undesirable 
immigrants by an educational test, and, sec- 
ond, to prevent the frequent immigration 


sage or cheap laborers, who return 
countries with the competence earned here 
and then come back when that is gone. He 
said that prior to 1880 it had been the policy 
of our country to encourage immigration, 
but that we are at present threatened with 
the influx of immigrants of a lower stratum 
of society. . 

In speaking of the tests proposed prior to 
the introduction of the Lodge bill, the speak- 
er mentioned the certificate test and the 
money test, both of which were abandoned 
as useless. According to the speaker the 
Lodge bill met opposition from two sources 
the steamship lines and the employers of 
cheap labor. He declared that labor or- 
ganizations and the press had been unani- 
mous in favor of the Lodge bill. 

The speaker told of the passage of the 
bill by both Houses of Congress, the veto 
placed upon it by President Cleveland, its 
subsequent passage by the lower House, and 
its loss in the Senate committee. Its fail- 
ure to reappear was attributed to the events 
which have since held the public attention. 
It was stated that the bill would not shut 
out all undesirable immigrants, but that 
it would reduce the number and increase the 
intelligence of the people who are to ajd in 
the upbullding of America. In closing the 
speaker said: 

There is a system of education for Amer- 
ican children, and we are willing to educate 
the children of the foreigners, but we do 
object to recefwing the illiterate adult. This 
bill is necessary as a means of restriction 
to the entrance of illiterate immigrants.” 


Riley Openg for Chicago. 

T. J. Riley of Chicago University was the 
first speaker for the negative. He said in 
part: If the bill is necessary, why has it not 
become a law? It is only one of the things 
that has excited Congress only to pass away 
and to be echoed now in college debates. The 
affirmative says we want the good immi- 
grants, arid how does a man’s illiteracy show 
that he is bad? We deny that the illitérate 
man is an evil, and as we are right we want 
the man who can assist in developing the re- 
sources of this country. 

To prove that this bill is necessary, the 
affirmative must show that it will relieve the 
crowded conditions in the East. They must 
show that the illiterate go to the slums be- 
cause they are illiterate, and that paupers 
and criminals come from the illiterartes,”’ 

Mr. Riley then introduced charts to show 
that Great Britain, which the affirmative 
seemed to regard as the land of the best edu- 
cation, had furnished more paupers to the 
United States than had the Latin races, and 
that more criminals came from the immi- 
grants of Great Britain, Ireland, and Ger- 
many than from those of southern Europe. 


. Illiteracy Itself an Evil. 

G. H. Parkinson followed for the affirma- 
tive, and declared that illiteracy is in itself 
an evil, whether or not it is responsible 
for the evils mentioned by the preceding 
speaker. He said the question is not one of 
relative undesirability of immigrants, but 
one of the undesirability of ali illiterate im- 
migrants, and that the highest success of 3 
free government depended upon the intelli- 
gence of its people. The speaker deciared 
that the percentage of crime among illiter- 
ates is ten times as great as that among 
those having a grammar school education. 
„ We make no unreasonable demand,” he 
eaid, “but we do ask that the immigrant 
pass the educational test.” 


Status of Italians, 

G. W. C. Ross for the negative stated that 
the purpose of his side was to show that a 
man unable to read and write is not neces- 
sarily bad. To oppose the statements of the 
affirmative that the Italians are worthless, 
he said it was not a question of the difference 
between the Italians and Germans, but that 
it was a question of whether the illiterate 
Italian is bad. Statistics of labor were then 
presented to show that in 1899 the illiterate 
Italian in Chicago earned 6140, while his 
more learned countryman was managing to 
obtain $125. In contradiction to the state- 
ment of the affirmative that the illiterate 
congregate, the seventh report of the Bureau 
of Labor was presented. This declared that 
although the Italians form a large part of the

Closes for Affirmative. 

J. E. Smiley closed for the affirmative and 
said: ‘Throughout this debate the idea 
dominant is that a restriction must be Had 
and if this bill keeps out the unsatisfactory 
immigrants it Should be adopted. We do not 
claim that it is the ultimate law, it may be 
only the initiatory step, but it is necessary. 
The sweatshops have sprung up and 90 per 
cent of the clothing is of sweatshop manu- 
facture. The Hungarians have affected 
American labor in mines, but this is espe- 
clally noticeable in the East, for while the 
price of coal in Pennsylvania decreased 11 
per cent wages decreased 40 per cent, and 
while the price of coal in Illinois decreased 40 
per cent wages decreased only 8% per cent.“ 


| Speech of 8. George Levy. 

8. George Levy, in closing for the nega- 
tive, said: “ The Hungarians may lower the 
price of wages, but that does not prove that 
they are illiterate. Only 1-10 per cent of 
those admitted in 1890 became public charges. 
The illiterate from Russia give us three times 
as many skilled workmen as do the edu- 
cated classes of northern Europe. Illiteracy 
in Europe is nothing but a lack of schools. 
This country wants the man who is willing 
to labor for his living. Illiteracy is a bad 
thing, but we should not shut out the 
illiterates for that reason. Every child is an 
illiterate, but we educate him. 

Our chief objection against this law is the 
retaliatory effect which it will have on 
Canada, Where thousands of Americans live 
who cross the border each year and assist 
the Western farmers. If this law will pro- 
tect the Rastern labor unions, well and good, 
but we do object when anything will injure 
the West. This law will not remedy an 
economic evil, but will increase one. The 
educational test refuses to the immigrants 
the privilege of coming into our country not 
because of defect of character but becatise 
they are not able to read and write twenty 
words of the constitution. The bill is wrong 
and should not be passed. 


MICHIGAN WINS THE DEBATE. 


Ann Arbor Orators Defeat Speakers 
from University of Minnesota in 


Tax Argument. 


Ann Arbor, Mich., Jan. 11.—[Special.}—The 
debating team of the University of Michigan 
defeated the representatives from Minnesota 
this evening for the second time in two years. 
The event was the semi-finals in the Central 
Debating league, now in itethird season. At 
the close of the debate the judges returned a 
victory to Michigan by a ballot of 2 to 1. 
The question discussed was: Resolved, 
That it is Unwise for the States to attempt to 
tax personal property.“ Michigan main- 
tained the affirmative and Minnesota the 
negative. 

Michigan's representatives were George W. 
Maxey of Forest City, Ia.; Edward Sonnen- 
schein of Chicago, and Henry F. Jacobs of 
Watrousville, Mich. The orators from Min- 
nesota were O. A. Lende, Alex. L. Janes, and 
James McIntyre. * 

Governor Bliss of Michigan was scheduled 
to preside, but was unable to attend, and 
President Angell introduced the speakers, re- 
ferring to the late Cushman K. Davis, a 
graduate of the university, as a link between 
the people of Michigan and Minnesota. 

The crux of the argument hinged on the 
substitution which the affirmative suggested 
for the existing personal property tax. The 
means suggested were the inheritance, fran- 
chise, and business taxes, all of which the 
negative alleged to be mere variations of the 
personal property tax, and hence invalid as 
argument. 

George W. Maxey opened the debate for 
Michigan with a statement of the evils of 
the personal property tax, including double 
taxation, prevalence of fraud, and the shift- 
ing of the tax until its real medium came 
upon the real estate owners. 

Mr. Lende of Minnesota followed with a 
strong speech, emphasizing the impossibility 
of doing without the present system. His 
delivery and reasoning were by far the best 
of the Minnesota men. 

Edward Sonnenschein of Chicago gave a 
well-reasoned exposé of the dishonest tax 
dodging practiced in the Western States, 
and A. L. Janes of Minnesota advanced 
strong points on the difficulty of taxing ele- 
vators, mines, and banks by other means 
than those used at present. 

The debate culminated in the speeches of 
H. F. Jacobs of Michigan and James Mo- 
Intyre of Minnesota. It was the former who, 
by his clean-cut oratory, practically wou 
the laurels for his university, although his 
rival came a close second. 

The judges, Harry A. Garfield of Cleveland, 
O.; Thomas Tracy of Toledo, O.; and David 
Rosser of Chicago—after a short delibera- 
tion sent in a vote of 2 to 1 in favor 
of the University of Michigan. In rebuttal 
each, side made use of the same authorities 
in a large measure. There were grounds 
for some sharp passes between the two 
sides of the rostrum. 


NOT BROTHER OF LORD ROBERTS 


Veteran Soldier Who Died at San Fran- 
cisco Wednesday Made Shadowy 
Claim to Relationship. 


San Francisco, Cal., Jan. 11.—[Special.]— 
Abraham Roberts, who dropped dead in a 
cheap lodging-house on Wednesday night, 
claimed to be a relative of Lord Roberts, but 
he never exhibited any proofs, and among 
his papers nothing was found to establish 
his-claim. 

Abraham Roberts was 63 years old anda 


veteran of the civil war. He served with the 


Ninth Colorado Volunteers, and was dis- 


‘charged on April 1, 1862. Little is known of 


him In this city. For the last eighteen 
months he has lodged at the Adelaide, 614 
Howard street. He received a pension. His 
letters contain reference to his son Herbert 
and his daughter Grace at Nevada City. 
His brother, Harry C. Roberts, is cashier of 
the First National Bank at Princeton, III. 

The correspondence indicated that the de- 
ceased was possessed of property at Omaha, 
and the public administrator has taken 
charge of his affairs. He never made any 
claim to being a brother of Lord Roberts, as 
asserted in a story telegraphed from this 
city today. It is well known that Lord Rob- 
erts had no brother.

SHOOTS GIRL HE LOVED.

BISTER OF FORMER 80 ART 
ALSO WOUNDED BY BULLET. 


Galena Man Seeks Vengeance on Young 
Woman Who Refused to Aceept His 
Attentions—Flees After Crime and a 

Posse Is in Pursuit — Tragedy Is 
Enacted in the Presence of the vie- 
tim’s Mother on a Public Street in 
the Illinois City. 


Galena, III., Jan. 11.—{Special. ]}—Maddened 
love for Aurelia Bergman, who rejected 
his attentions, George Duerrstein this even- 
ing shot her, inflicting a fatal wound, and 
fired another bullet at her sister, Tillie, seri- 
ously injuring her, and fled. A posse of 
citizens is aiding the local officefs in their 
search, but up to midnight the man had not 
been found. 

The tragedy was enacted a short distance 
from the home of the giris, and their mother 
was a witness of the shooting. 

For nearly a ey Duerrstein, who is a 
blacksmith, aged 24 years, had been paying 
attention to the girl. She, however, did not 
look upon his suit with favor and finally told 
him to cease calling upon her. 

Today, when the two sisters were return- 
ing home from town, about 5 o’clock, they 
were approached by Duerrstein, who drew 
a revolver and fired at Aurelia Bergman, 20 
years old. The bullet took effect in her neck 
and she fell unconscious in the street. 

The man then turned to Tillie Bergman, 
who is two years younger than her sister, 
and fired one shot at her. The bullet im- 
bedded itself in her hip. 

Both girls were carried to their home by 
neighbors, who had deen attracted by the 
shots. In the excitement Duerrstein made

FAMOUS ABOLITIONIST DIES. 


John G. Fee, Founder of Berea College, 
Passes Away After a Life Spent 


Berea, Ky., Jan. 11.—[Spectal.J—John G. 
Fee, founder of Berea College, & famous 
aboltionist, died this evening at his home 

d the scene of his life's labors, surrounded 

hie surviving daughter and grandchildren. 
He ate supper as usual, afterwards lying 
down, the end coming almost instantly. 

Mr. Fee was born in Bracken County, Ky., 
on Sept. 9, 1816. His father was a slave 
owner. He studied in Augusta (Ky.) College 
and Miami University, Oxford, O., and en- 
tered Lane Theological Seminary in 1842. 
Here he became an exponent of abolition, the 
result of prayer, as he tells in his auto- 
biography. He decided then upon his life 
work. His father was incenséd, and called 
him home from college. He became a 
preacher, but still an abolitionist. His 
father ordered him from home, though 
afterwards relenting. 

Fee's early years were tempestuous, as 
might be supposed of an abolitionist in a 
slave State. His stanchest friend was Cas- 
gius M. Clay. He was more than once as- 
gaulted, Finally, in 1853, he came to Berea 
and formed a church, the land being acquired 
by General Clay. Then comes a story of 
anobs, of entréaties to leave, and his decision 
to hold on. Finally there was born Berea 
College, open alike to black and white, where 
people have been educated regardless of sex 
or color. 

In his autobiography, published in 1801, Mr. 
Fee tells of his early struggies, which con- 
tinued till the shadows of the evening of life 
began to lengthen. 


THE REV. JOHN SCHNEIDER DIES. 


For Sixteen Years Presiding Elder of 
the Evangelical Association of 
North America. 


The Rev. John Schneider, for sixteen years 
the Presiding Elder of the Evangelical Asso- 
ciation of North America, died last night at 
his residence, 988 Ward street. He had been 
a clergyman since 1856. 

The Rev. Mr. Schneider was born in Ba- 
varia in 1832, and came to this country in 
1851, settling in Chicago. In 1853 he became 
@ Sunday school superintendent, and was 
admitted to the ministry in 1855. In addi- 
tion to his work as Presiding Elder he acted 
during 1872 and 1873 as secretary and treas- 
urer of the Northwestern College, sustained 
by the association at Naperville, III. At the 
time of his death his permanent charge was 
the church at Deerfield, III. 

The widow and two sons, Dr. 8. M. Schnei- 
der and Daniel Schneider, survive him. In- 
terment will be on Monday afternoon at 
Graceland. 


CONFEDERATE LEADER IS DEAD. 


Robert M. Martin, Who Plotted to Cap- 
ture Vice President Johnson, Dies 
in New York Sanitarium. 


Louisville, Ky., Jan. 11.—{Special.]—The 
death in a New York sanitarium of Robert 
Maxwell Martin of Loufsville removed one 
of the dashing men of the confederacy. He 
was one of Morgan’s men, and was the author 
of the plot to abduct Vice President Johnson. 


Martin succeeded to the command of the 


Third Kentucky Cavalry, and just before the 
close of the war, when in Canada, formed the 
plot to abduct the Vice President-elect. He 
came to Louisville in disguise with one man— 
John W. Headley, recently Secretary of State 
of Kentucky—and formed the plot, only the 
accidental change of plans preverting it from 
passing into history. Johnson passed through 
Louisville by boat instead of by stage, as he 
had arranged, and thus escaped the plotters. 

Martin’s most notable achievement was 
saving the life of General Morgan in Tennes- 
see.

„Without Hamilton this country would 
not have found 4 constitution; without Ham- 
ilton this country’s finances would have 
been builded on shifting sands,” declared 
Judge John H. Batten last nicht at the cele- 
bration of Alexander Hamilton's birthday 
by the Hamilton club. The statesman’s 
life and works were analysed and praised 
by four speakers in the hearing of 125 mem- 
bers of the club. President Frederick Bangs 
presided at the dinner and introduced the 
speakers, whose topics were as follows:

Judge Batten told of the troubles which be- 
set the confederated States when they took 
up the task of forming and adopting a con- 
stitution. 

“Then,” continued the r. “the 
shadow of Hamilton fell athwart the scene. 
Born to command, he rosé at the moment 
when he was most needed, to show the way 
and form the dattle-front of the colonial 
statesmen who wished to see the government 
set On a solid base. 

“They saw arrayed against them the poli- 
ticlans, who Were howling for various poli- 
cies, sure, eventually, to leave the federal 
authority loose and irresponsible, and pro- 
ductive of internal disruption. Hamilton, 
undismayed by the overwhelming odds 
against him, entered the fray, and, after a 
political conflict which has few times in the 
nation’s history been equaled, he carried the 
3 of the constitution by a safe ma- 
jority. 

“ Hamilton was a statesman; Burr was a 
pelitician. Burt saw Hamilton barring his 
path to success, and deliberately picked a 
quarrel with him and killed him under the 
cover of the duello. Hamilton did not be- 


liéve in the code, but rather than show him- | 


self a coward he accepted the challenge. He 
made his will, expecting to die: he walked 
to the field unfrightened by the uspect of 
death. Burr fired at the signal, but Hamil- 
ton, never attempting to fire, fell wounded 
to the déath. It was a deliberate murder of 
one of the truest-hearted, most gifted men 
in all history. 

“ Because of this man’s glorious career I 
wish to say that if ever again it is proposed 
to change the name of the Hamilton club, as 
was suggested in the last campaign, I shall 
take off my coat and get out and work to 
keep that name on our banner as long as it 


Shall wave.“

COL. W. L. TRENHOLM IS DEAD. 


‘Confederate Veteran Who Was Control- 


ler of the Currency Under Cleve- 
land Dies in New York. 


New York, Jan. 11.—[Special.]—Colonel 
William Lee Trenholm, Controller of the 
Currency in Cleveland’s first administration, 
died to day at his home, 812 West Seventy- 
second street, of pneumonia. 

Colonel Trenholm was born in Charleston, 
8. C., sixty-five years ago. He was gradu- 
ated from the College of South Carolina with 
the class of 1855, and entered business with 
his father, George A. Trenholm; in a cotton 
firm at Charleston. He married Kate Louise 
MacBeth of Charleston. 

Soon after the beginning of the civil war 
the father and son raised and equipped the 
confederate regiment known as the Rutledge 
Mounted Riflemen. The son was Colonel of 
the regiment, and the father accepted the 
Secretaryship of the Treasury in Jefferson 
Davis’ Cabinet. Colonel Trenholm was 
wounded several times, once severely. 

In 1885 President Cleveland appointed Col- 
onel Trenholm United States Civil Service 
Commissioner. After serving one year he 
was made Controller of the Currency. At 
the close of his term he accepted the Presi. 
dency of the Ameriean Surety company of 
New York. A year later he accepted the 


} Presidency of the North American Trust 


company, and it was mainly through his 
efforts that his company became the fiscal 
agent of the United’States in Cuba at the

KEITH SENTENCED TO HANG. 


Man Charged with Murder of Nora 
Keifer Gets Death Penalty at 
Princeton, Ind. 


Princeton, Ind., Jan. 11.—[{Special.}]—Jo- 
seph D. Keith was this afternoon sentenced 
to hang for the murder of Nora Keifer at Ei- 
berfeld on April 3, 1900. 

The verdict was returned at 4 o’clock, the 
jurors having retired to deliberate at 12:20. 
When the verdict was read the prisoner 
gazed at the jurors, and there was not the 
slightest indication of nervousness, not a 
muscle of his face moved, and he sat as 
though he had no interest in the verdict. 
Mrs. Keith, who has been so faithfully at his 
side during the twelve days of the trial, was 
not in court. neither was the son, Joseph. 

Keith’s attorneys filed notice that motion 
for a new hearing would be made in two 
weeks. 

Keith was composed when asked for a 
statement. He said: “‘ The verdict is a ter- 
ribie surprise; but I am innocent, and for 
this reason alone I am able to endure this 
ordeal. I am confident I will vindicate my- 
self.

In- 
deed, the latter has the utmost difficulty in 
maintaining any kind of discipline among 
the Bishops and has no power of removing 
a dlocesan from his diocese, no matter how 
much he may have rendered himself guilty 
of acts of open enmity to the duly consti- 
tuted government of France. Thus, if the 


-government has cause to complain of the 


Bishop of ‘any French diocese it is obliged 
to convey its demands for his dismissal to 
the Pope through its Ambassador at the 
Vatican. The Pope and his cardinals in- 
vestigate the matter, and if the holy father 
condemns the Bishop he can suspend him 
from office and appoint a Vicar-Apostolic to 
administer the see in his name. But not 
even the Pope can appoint another Bishop 
until the offending prelaté either dies or vol- 
untarily resigns. .1f, on the other hand, the 
Pope declines to intérfére or to suspend the 
Bishop, the latter remains at the head of 
his diocese invested with all his episcopal 
prerogatives and functions, free to continue 
to defy the French government. All that 
the latter can do is to dock the Bishop's sti- 
pend, and that is a minomconsideration since 
the stipends are not large and can easily be 
replaced by the Vatican itself, by the wealthy 
religious orders, whose real estate posses- 
sions in France are/officially valued at over 
1,100,000,000 francs’; or by the monarchical 
party, in whose behalf the prelate is work- 
ing. Not only are the Bishops prompted to 
hostility to the government by the nowl- 
edge that they are virtually independent of 
the latter from the moment that they are 
Invested With the mitre, but ÜUkewise de- 
cause they fealize the enormous influence 
wielded by the religious orders at Rome, to 
which they have to look for their next promo- 
tion, and for any further advancement. 
Look to the Monarchy. 

As far as the hostility of the religious orders 
to the republic ts concerned it is largely due 
to the conviction that they would enjoy far 
greater freedom and privileges in France 
were the latter to be ruled by a monarchy. 
Though in many senses Democratic, the re- 
ligious orders of the old world have been too 
closely identified with everything monarchi- 
cal not to be looked upon with distrust by a 
republic such as that of France. The re- 
public fears the growth of the wealth, of the 
power, and of the influence of the orders, con- 
vinced that they will be used to its detriment, 
and has, therefore, never ceased to manifest 
ill-will towards them since the overthrow of 
the empire in 1870. The orders, on the other 
hand, are fully aware of the sentiments of the 
government towards them, and knowing that 
they have nothing but enmity to expect from 
the present French government, and that it 
is disposed to combat all their educational 
schemes and other enterprises, are naturally 
devoting all their energies to bring about the 
downfall of the republic. 

At Rome, where the influence of the 
religious orders ts powerful, the sentiment 
of the Satred College and of the Curia is 
strong against the republic. Indeed, until 
now the Pope himself has been almost the 
only. champion of the latter. In defiance of 
the protests of his advisers at Rome and of 
the French Bishops, he has repeatedly issued 
appeals to the French clergy and French 
Catholics calling upon them to gie their al- 
legiance to the republic and to render obedi- 
ence to the duly constituted government of 
the land, taking the ground that the clergy 
and Catholic laymen alike should be known 
as loyal and patriotic citizens, and not as con- 
spirators and adversaries of the state. Un- 
fortunately his commands have been dis- 
obeyed alike by the French Bishops and by 
the religious orders in France, while the 
clergy and laymen have been sadly perplexed 
between the orders of the Pope on the one 
hand and on the other by the directions of 
their diocesans and of those religious orders 
which play so great an educational role in 
France. Had the Pope's behests been obeyed 
there would be no necessity on the part of 
the French government to frame the new 
laws dealing what is meant to be a moral 
blow to the religious orders in France. 

But now that the die has been cast Leo 
XIII. has been called upon to espouse the 
cause of the religious orders on the ground 
that the new laws are in flagrant contradic- 
tion to both the spirit and the letter of the 
Concordat, and he is said to have informed 
the French government that unless it with- 
draws the laws in question he will be forced 
to repeal his directions to French clergy and 
Catholics to give their allegiance to the re- 
public. To this President Loubet and Pre- 
mier Waldeck-Rousseau have replied that 
such action on his part could only be con- 
strued as an act of hostility to the French 
government, entailing the rupture of the 
Concordat, or treaty between the Papacy and 
France—of that concordat by the terms of 
which the state pays a sum of $10,000,000 
each year in stipends to the Catholic Bishops 
and clergy, but which will no longer be paid

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MANY IN CHICAGO DENOUNCE F. 
H. SMITH’S ATTACK. 


Opinion at Universitics,: Among Prom- 
iment Colored People, and Among 
Ministers Is That Harriet Beecher 

. Stewe’s Work Truthfully Depicted 
Conditions in the Seuth Before the 
War and Wasa Powerful and Right- 
eous Agency in Bringing on Conflict. 


F. Hopkinson Smith’s denunciation of 
Uncle Tom's Cabin before a Boston audi- 
ehce meets with small favor in Chicago, 
judging from the exceptions taken to his re- 
marks yesterday by defenders of Harriet 
Beecher Stowe's work. His declaration that 
it was the most vicious book that ever ap- 
peared,” and an “appalling, awful, and 
criminal mistake, which “ precipitated the 
civil war,“ met h vigorous and Indignant 
deniais from many sources. 

Prominent colored people of Chicago com- 
batted Mr. Smith’s criticism with all the force 
at their command. University professors 
took a view of Mr. Smith’s remarks which 
gave him anything but flattery, and ministers 
condemned the lecturer's statements as false 
and foolish. While some of the professors at 
the University of Chicago admitted that 
Uncle Tom's Cabin" Was an overdrawn 
picture of slavery times, they contended that 
the purpose of the book was perfectly legiti- 
mate and commendable. : 

Says It Is Nonsense. 

“Mr. Smith’s tirade is all nonsense,“ said 
Dr. T. W. Goodspeed, secretary of the Board 
of Trustees. Mrs. Stowe's book did more 
to arouse the public conscience in the North 
than any other agency. Slavery was a mon- 
strous evil, which could only be removed by 
war. War was inevitable, and the effect of 
‘Uncle Tom's Cabin’ was to hasten the 
final struggle.“ 

Events for a hundred years prior to 1861 
bad been gradually trending toward civil 
war.“ said Professor Shepardson of the de- 
partment of American history. Mrs. 
Stowe's book filled a necessary part in the 
scheme, but not so large a part as Mr. Smith 
seems to think. It had the effect of stirring 
up the Northern people at a time when they 
needed a spur, but it neither hastened nor 
delayed the great struggle.“ 

J have traveled through the South,” said 
Professor J. Scott Clark of Northwestern 
University, and know some of the feeling 
there, and I must say that the book is one- 
sided, yet it is not vicious. The book was not 
responsible for the war. No one person 
could stop the natural course of events, It 
is possible that the book hastened the war, 
but it was not in itself responsible for it.“ 


Comparison Is Unfair. 

„Mr. Smith fails to draw a truthful paral- 
lel, said Edward H. Morris, a leading col- 
ored lawyer, when he compares the prisons 
of the North with the slave pens of the 
South, and claims that the conditions in the 
former are as bad as they were in the latter. 
Mrs. Stowe's picture of slavery days is not 
exaggerated in the least. Even today one 
can find advertisements in the newspapers 
published by colored persons seeking for in- 
formation concerning relatives from whom 
advertisers were separated in their days of 


bondage. 
Mr. Smith discredits his own statements

when he says that all of his relatives are 
Southerners,” said Mrs. Fannie Barrier Will- 
lams. There are too many people still liv- 
ing who, from their personal experiences, can 
contradict his assertions and his criticism 
of Mrs. Stowe's book. Uncle Tom's Cabin 
is a faithful portrayal of the conditions that 


existed in the South forty years ago. It was 


not written for the market; it was an in- 
spired volume, and will live long after Mr. 
Smith’s efforts in literature have been for- 
gotten.” 
I never was a slave,“ said Ferdinand L. 
Barnett, Assistant State’s Attorney, but 
— father was, and I know from what he has 
told me of his experiences that ‘ Uncle Tom’s 
Cabin does not begin to depict all of the 
horrors of slavery. Mr. Smith's attempt to 
compare the prisons of the North with the 
conditions of slavery cannot be considered 
seriously.“ 
In my opinion Mr. Smith is a fool,” said 
the Rev. W. M. Lawrence, pastor of the Sec- 
ond Baptist Church. He has let his South- 
ern blood run away with his judgment ina 
foolish manner. I had ancestors on both 
sides, but I know that Harriet Beecher Stowe 
was on the side of God and right when she 
wrote her book.“

I would make the following statement, if you w 
allow me space in your columns: 

Soldiers or sailors who served at least ninety 
days in the United States army during the war 
of the rebellion may file a declaratofy statement. 
This declaratory must be accompanied by the 
oath of the soldier or sallor setting forth: (1) hie 
residence and postoffice addreas; (2) that the claim 
is made for his exclusive Benefit and not for the 
benefit of any other person directly or indirectly; 
(3) that he has not previous to this time made a 
homestead entry or filed a declaratory statement; 
(4) that he is not the proprietor of more than 160 
acres of land elsewhere; (5) that since Aug. 80, 
1890, he has not filed on a tract of land which, with 
the tract applied for, would make more than 320 
acres. 

This statement may be filed by the soldier him- 
self or by an attorney authorized by power of at- 
torney. After filing the —ů te is allowed 
six months in which to make his efitry. This 
entry must be made by the soldier gn person; it 
cannot be by agent. The time he served in the 
army is deducted from the period of five years’ 
residence required by the law, but he must reside 
on the land at least one year. If a soldier entitled 
to file such & statement ts dead, his wife, if ur- 
ing and unmarried, is entitled to file such state- 
ment, but if she be dead or married his children 
are entitled to the same privileges. 

If by thie articlé I shall be of benefit to any old 
veteran I shall feel more than paid for my trouble.

| EVENTS OF THE WEEK IN FOREIGN LANDS. 


The Kaiser seems to have thrown himself 
into the arms of the German Agrarian party, 


and is seemingly prepared to accept a pro- 


tective tariff on grain. There is little doubt 
but that sentiment in Germany favoring 
more protection to the agricultural industry 
of the nation has been rapidly growing. Sev- 
eral years ago a protective tariff on cereals 
would have been violently attacked by the 
Berlin press. Now only the extreme radical 
newspapers criticise the policy. 

It is also significant that the commercial 
congress which adjourned on Wednesday 
adopted a resolution against an increase in 
the duty on cereals by a majority of only 
four votes. 


The new German policy is clearly aimed at 
the United States. In Austria, too, thereisa 
loud demand for European combination to 
defeat American competition. Count Goluch- 
oweki's plan for a customs union of central 
European states is being urged with renewed 
vigor, but as a writer in the Neues Wiener 
Journal points out practical economists re- 
ject the bare idea of such a union between 
Germany and Austria, and yet it seems to be 
agreed that if the European states wage war 
against America single-handed they wil! one 
by one be beaten, and the American ideal of 
supremacy over Europe will be realized.” 


0 Events in the Boer war during the last 


week have been serious enough to compel 
Lord Roberts to adopt a radical change in 


policy. He has withdrawn the garrisons - 


from many of the small towns, and is con- 
centrating his troops along the rallroad lead- 
ing from Cape Town to Pretoria, and from 
Pretoria toward Delagoa Bay. This move 
has been made because of the necessfty of 
guarding the railroad in order that the Boers 
may not cut off communication between 
Pretoria and Cape Town. . 

The Boers have resumed the aggressive 
again, every day bringing news of attacks on 
isolated British posts. On Wednesday a 
simultaneous attack was made on five im- 


portant garrisons along the railway from 


Pretoria east. The Boers were beaten off in 
each instance, but not until they had tnflicted 
serious losses on the British.

flicting and unsatisfactory. It is asserted 


that Prince Ching and Earl Li Hung Chang 


have signed the agreement based on the 
joint note of the powers. It is asserted, too, 
that the Chinese envoys acted in flat dis- 
obedience to the commands of the Dowager 
Empress. 

It is certain, however, that the Dowager 
Empress and her advisers are for reasons 
best known to themseives playing for delay. 
The court is at Sian-Fu, beyond the present 
reach of the aliles. There are no means at 
hand for expediting the negotiations or of 
compelling compliance to the demands of the 
powers short of actual war. 

Japanese authorities do not hesitate to as- 
sert that the powers will yet be compelled to 
declare war, and that hostilities will be re- 
sumed in the early spring. 

From Shanghal come native reports that a 
Chinese army 85,000 strong is at Sian-Fu, 
preparing to take the field. The news dis- 
credits itself, coming from 


In the meantime there are under the sur- 
face indications that Russta’s practical 
seizure of Manchuria has caused no little 
uneasiness in England and France. In Paris 
there is a feeling that Russia is apparently 
keeping France out of the southern 


- provinces adjoining Tonquin, while at the 


same time the Czar is helping himself to 
liberal slices of territory in the north. 

In London the general sentiment is one of 
resentment that Russia should take ad- 
vantage of England's preoccupation in south 
Africa to acquire new territory in Asia, and 
it is freely asesrted that but for the Boer 
war Russia would have kept hands off of 
Manchuria. 

The week has brought no development in 
the negotiations between France and Eng- 
land over the vexatious Newfoundland 
treaty shore. The French Foreign office ad- 
heres to its rights under the original treaty; 
and so far Mr. Chamberlain has been unable 
to come to any bargain. 

It is probable that England will seek to 
defer a final settlement by renewing the 
modus vivendi for another year. Fut the 
assent of the Newfoundland government 
must be given to the modus vivendi, and all

“PLOWING.” 


New Pu nent Invented 
Said to Have the Same 


MAKES THE UNRULY OBEY 
Lads Are Marched Around a 
Large Boom All Morning 

and Afternoon. 


ADOPTED 


BY THE BOARD. 


When a boy is unruly at the bridewell he 
is “plowed” after the method of a new 
disciplinary practice which has been substi- 
tuted for spanking and solitary cotifinement. 
After a trial of the new method it has been 
adopted formally, and the Board of Gov- 
ernors of the bridewell, which met yester- 
day in the Mayor's offiee, had no fault to 
find with it. 

Superintendent Sloan devised the new 
method of discipline and the boys named it. 
The word has been accepted by the official 
record of the bridewell, 


March Around Room All Day. 

When a boy has been insubordinate or has 
not learned his lessons he, with others like 
him, is taken to the “ plowing-room,” which 
has a floor space of 260 feet by 60. There they 
are formed in line, Indian file, and are start- 
ed out quick-step around the room. A guard 
sits in the center and keéps the line moving. 
The forced march begins at 9 o’clock sharp. 
The guard may be relieved, but not the boys. 
They plow.““ During all the time that the 
other boys are in the schoolrooms the unruly 
boys are traveling around the 260x60 room. 
At noon ¢hey have a brief respite, but at 1 
o'clock they form in line again and start on 
their afternoon tramp. This continues until 
4 o'clock, 

When the line starts in the morning the 
rebels usually are in a high state of glee. 
By a novice it is regarded as much better 
sport than sitting in the classroom over 
school books. Feet begin to drag after the 
strongly developed as the squad 
afternoon tramp. wie 


Best Substitute for Spanking. 
The method is said to be the best means of 
correction and punishment which has been 
tried at the bridewell since spanking was 
abolished. The handling of the boys had 
proved a difficult task with the necessity of 
avoiding too rigorous treatment. 

“We are not permitted to flog or spank,” 
said Superintendent Sloan, and we do not 
believe in solitary confinement or in putting 
a boy on short rations asa punishment. The 
methods of correction which were left were 
few and we were in a quandary until this 
means was devised. It has worked admirably 
and no boy has had to be ‘ plowed’ twice. 

“The line of boys will start out jauntily 
enough in the morning, but by the time they 
have walked several hours they are begin- 
ning to feel the punitive effects. Before we 
hit upon the method there was nothing to do 
but lock the boys up together where they had 
the opportunity of reading all day, and there 
was not much punishment to it.“

In Lincoln 
Park Museum, Chicago, I am told by the 
head animal keeper, that nearly all wild 
animals in the museums come to their death 
from tuberculosis, and that rickets and other 
tu dGigeases is the reason why most 
of the young ones die within a few weeks 
after birth. On the other hand, wild animals 
in a state ef nature escape this disease.

‘Under Consideration. 


With ‘the ot the Asuen- 
ply as a stimulus to action, the City Coun- 
cil’s. State Legislation committee yester- 
day began the preparation of measures re- 
ferred to it to be drafted into bills. It was 
decided to recommend a bill to grant the 
4 city authority for the control of gas rates. 
A an: ordinance regulating the rates has 
deen passed already by the Council and now 
is prevented from being carried into effect 
dy a contest in the court, the action of the 
committee is to seek authority tor an attempt 


already made. 


The committee turther has under consider- 
ation the proposition to ask authority to es- 
tablish municipal gas plants, which by the 
Mayor is regarded as the more feasible 
method of controlling the gas situation. It 
has agreed, in addition to the recommenda- 
tion for an act to regulate gas prices, to sug- 
gest that the establishment of a State gas 
commission be postponed indefinitely. 

In connection with this action it wae as- 
serted that an effort would be made to attack 
the sale of the Ogden Gas company to the 
People’s Gaslight and Coke company, this 
having been accomplished, it was claimed, 
despite the Council’s refusal to agree to the 
transfer. 

Such a step probably would be construed 
into an attack upon the gas consolidation, 
and for the reason that it might cost the 
city the last installment of rebates on gas 
bills, which is by far the largest of the year, 
it may be withheld. A bill attacking the 
gas consolidation act has been in the pos- 
session of the City Attorney for a year, but 
it has been laid aside in fear of costing the 
city its annual income from the gas com- 


pany. 
As the Council already has passed an or- 
dinance reducing the seine of gas it is held 
as certain that the recommendation of the 
Special Legislation committee for a bill 
granting authority to regulate gas rates will 
be adopted by the Council when presented. 


Politics May Interfere. 

Democratic political strife has begun to 
complicate the attempts of the city to regu- 
late the gas situation. It is asserted that the 
appointment of a number of Ogden Gas com- 
pany promoters on the State Legislation com-

ROSENBERG WILL CONTEST 
IS SETTLED BY AGREEMENT. 


Slighted Beneficiary Withdraws the 
Suit by Which He Sought His Share 
of $4,000,000 Estate of His Father. 


Jullus Rosenberg, through his attorneys, 
yesterday withdrew his suit to set aside the 
will of his father, Jacob Rosenberg, who died 
on March 30, 1900, leaving an estate of §4,000,- 
000. .The surren was the result of a pri- 
vate settlement. ulius, the younger son, 
was bequeathed only the income on $500,000, 
which sum was placed in trust for him in the 
hands of his elder brother and two sisters, 
who recetved the bulk of the property. 

The slighted beneficiary and his wife, Tillie 
Rosenberg, immediately inatituted two sepa- 
rate suits contesting the will on the ground 
that the aged millionaire had been influenced 
in his action. 

Attorney John 8. Miller, representing 
Julius and Tillle Rosenberg, and Attorneys 
Julius and Lessing Rosenthal and Frank H. 
Scott, representing the other children, Bern- 
hard Rosenberg, Mrs. Augustus Mannhetm- 
er, and Mrs. Maurice Rosenfeld, appeared 
before Judges Clifford and Dunne in the 
afternoon and filed the papers withdrawing 
the appeal from the decision of the Probate 
Court. 

A private settlement was effected bet ween 
the contesting parties, mention of which does 
not occur in the legal papers. The three de- 
fendants set aside a sum of money to be hédid 
in trust and for the benefit of their brother 
Julius’ children, and after this action the 
appellant consented to withdraw suit. The 
members of the family refused to state the 
exact amount which will paid 
to the children.

Washington, D. C., Jan. II.— The appor- 
tionment bill, the Burleigh measure, in- 
creasing the House membership to 386, was 
passed by the Senate today and now goes to 
the President for his signature. There was 
no debate on the bill, which was called up 
just before adjournment of the Senate by 
Mr. Carter of Montana. 

During the session a attack was

Washington, D. C., Jan. 11.—George E. 
Roberts, the Director of the Mint, in his an- 
nual report shows that the coinage of the last 
year was in excess of that executed in 
any previous year in the history of the serv- 
ice, aggregating $141,351,960, as compared 
with $136,855,676 in the last fisral year. 

The value of the gold coinage was slightly 
below that of the previous year, being $107,- 
937,110, as compared with $108,177,180. 

The coinage of silver dollars was $18,244,- 
984, as compared with $18,254,709 in the pre- 
vious year. The chief increase was in the 
output of subsidiary and minor coins, which 
surpassed all records. 

The coinage of subsidiary silver amounted 
to 101,301,758 pieces, of the value of $2,243,017. 
The seignorage, or profit, on this coinage was 
$5,477 

The deposits of gold bullion at the mints 
and assay offices of the United States during 
the fiscal year ended June 30, 1900, exclusive 
of redeposits, were of the value of $133,920,- 
119, against $143,497,190 reported the previous 
year. 

The total deposits of gold were not so great 
as in the previous year, the imports of bullion 
showing a decline, but the deposits of do- 


.mestic bullion again surpassed all records, 


amounting to $87,458,836, against $76,252,487 
last year. 

The seignorage on the coinage of silver dol- 
lars, subsidiary, and minor coins during the 
year amounted to $10,286,302. 

Including silver contained in gold deposits, 
the deposits and purchases of silver during 
the fiscal year ended on June 30, 1900, ex- 
clusive of redeposits, amounted to 11,396,137 
standard ounces, against 14,073,454 standard 
ounces reported for the previous year. 

The average price of silver for the year, 
based upon daily London quotations, was 
27.3750d, equivalent at par of exchange to 
$0.60017 per ounce fine in United States 


money. 

At the highest market price for silver dur- 
ing the year the commercial ratio of silver 
to gold was as 1 to 33.01; at the lowest price, 


1 to 35.41; at the average price, 1 to 34.44. 


COYNE DENIES KNIGHT’S STORY. 


Chicago Collector of Internal Revenue 
Says Dairymen’s Secretary Made 
Same Charges a Year Ago. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 11.—The Senate 
Committee on Agriculture did not succeed 
yesterday in.closing its hearing on the oleo- 
margarine bill, and continued today. 

Secretary Knight of the National Dairy 
union thought the cottonseed oil product used 
in the manufacture of oleomargarine was 
comparatively small, and that the passage of 
the bill, in his opinion, could have but little 
effect upon the cottonseed industry. 

J. W. Jelk read a telegram from Collector 
Coyne of Chicago in responee to a statement 
made yesterday by Secretary Knight in 
which the latter said that there are 2,000

as and for butter. Mr. Coyne said in his 
reply that he took # for granted that Mr. 
Knight has evidence, or that he is with- 
holding valuable information from the United 
States government.” 

The committee decided to ask Mr. Coyne for 
a more detailed statement.

‘set has been that the matter be left to the 
court, and it has sought to impress this view 
upon the Venezuelan government. But the 
latest advices have indicated to officials that 
Venezuela inclines to take executive author- 
ity over the subject. 

The United States has therefore remon- 
strated against such exercise of executive au- 
Spovee and there is the fullest belfef that 

enezuela will not, under the circumstances, 
insist upon carrying out her view of taking 
the matter out of the hands of the courts. 


TIPS LEGITIMATE EXPENSES. 


Government Will Pay Such Bills for Of- 


. ficers, Except When Traveling 
on Naval Vessels. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 11.—[Special. ]— 
The Controller of the Treasury has made a 
new decision in regard to tips given to waiters 
and porters by government officers while 
traveling. It is virtually a reaffirmation of 
former decisions, but has one new feature. 
The opinion of the Controller sets forth that 
these expenses are necessary and therefore 
legitimate, and that they are to be allowed in 
the expense accounts of government officers. 
The latest decision was called forth by the 
case of an army Officer traveling between 
Porto Rico and this country, who gave a tip 
to a steward of the vessel. The Controller 
refuses +o allow expenses of this kind on 
naval vessels or army transports owned by 
the government.

PREPARE FOR RIVER WORK 


EXPERTS ORGANIZE BY ELECTING 
JUDGE CARTER CHAIRMAN. 
Arrangements Made to Meet the Drain- 

age Trustees Today and Have an 
_. Understanding as to the Scope of the 
‘Duties Which Are to Be Taken Up— 
Matter of Compensation Is Held to 

Ben Detail Which Will Be Settled 

Later—Plans of the Commission. 


The experts appointed by the trustees of 
the Sanitary District to determine the needs 
of the Chicago River effected an organiza- 
tion yesterday by the election of Judge O. N. 
Carter as chairman. The commission will 
meet with the trustees at 2 p. m. today at 
the board rooms. On behalf of the commis- 
sion Chairman Carter will state to the trus- 
tees what its members consider the scope of 
their authority. If the trustees agree with 
the views of the members of the commission 
in this respect the appointment will be 
formally accepted and work will begin at 
once. 

The meeting yesterday was held in Judge 
Carter's chambers and was informal. All 
the members were present, John P. Wilson 
attending for the first time. All agreed on 
the general scope of the work demanded 
of the commission. Oy 

After the question of the scope of the com- 
mission’s authority is settled, quarters pro- 
vided, and a secretary selected from among 
the employés of the Sanitary District, the 
members of the Advisory committee will be 
called on for such assistance as they are pre- 
pared to offer. The organisations which 
have not yet selected their members of the 
Advisory committee are expected to do so at 
once. 

The question of, the compensation of the 
members was only touched on yesterday, 
but Judge Carter, speaking for the other 
members, said that they would not permit 
the qugstion of finances to interfere with 
undertaking the work. Judge Carter, being 
already in the public service, will serve on 
the commission without additional compen- 
sation. 

It is the intention of the commission that 
the first work shall be done by the engineers, 
on whom the heaviest burdens will fall. Ly- 
man E. Cooley spent nearly the entire day 
at the board rooms, examining the records 
and minutes of previous meetings of that 
body. He refused to indicate the nature of 
the first work of the commission, beyond the 
statement that it would require daily ses- 
sions of the commission unt March 1, to 
complete the report. 

The taking of the evidence in the man- 
damus proceedings instituted by the city to 
compel the lowering of the Van Buren street 
tunnel was completed yesterday. The argu- 
ments of the legal points involved in the 
case will be heard next week. 

The attorneys for the city completed their 
case by introducing evidence as to the depth 
of water required in the river and the injury 
to the commercial interests by the tunnel as 
now situated. The West Chicago Street rail 
way contended that the tunnel is necessary 
to enable quick transportation connections. 
The company also holds that, as jurisdiction 
over the river has been assumed by the 
Sanitary District, the city cannot maintain. 
the present proceedings. 


WANT POLICE REMOVED FROM 
POLITICAL INFLUENCES. 


Governors of National Bureau of Identi- 
fication Favor a Non-Partisan Organ- 
. ization of Departments in Cities. 


At its final session, held in the City Hall, 
the Board of Governors of the National Bu- 
reau of Identification adopted a resolution 


looking to the emancipation of the police de- 


partments of the cities of the United States 
from political influences. The resolution is 
as follows: 

The board in view of police conditions which in 

many instances work not only to the detriment 
of localities, but to the embarrassment of the 
service at — unanimously recommends that 
the Board of Directors of the national Chiefs of 
Police of the United States and accept as 
the opinion of this board that appropriate action 
should be had at the next annual meeting of the 
association, tending to bring about the non-par- 
tisan organization and conduct of police depart- 
ments throughout the country and the extension 
of sympathy and support to Chiefs of Police who 
may be removed from office after long years’ of 
honorable service, without cause. 
The association was established and has been 
maintained successfully for a number of years, 
looking to the improved welfare of the police de- 
partments and to the benefit of society generally, 
and to continue successfully the social and busi- 
ness relationship ite members should be con- 
tinued with as few changes as possible. 

The committee which submitted this reso- 
lution was composed of Philip Deitch, Cincin- 
nati; Richard Sylvester, Washington; and 
George E. Corner, Cleveland, Chiefs of Po- 
He.

ERRORS OF HOPKINGON SMITH. 
Mr. F. Hopkinson Smith travels out 
of bis beat when he ventures into the 
field of historx. He is a. man of varied 
accomplishmients. As an architect he has 
constructed lighthouses and other public 
works. As a littérateur he has written some 
agreeable books, But he is not a competent 
teacher of nistéry. It he were he would 
not have been guilty of the intolerably 
silly statement that Uncle Tom's Cabin“ 


peared ” because it precipitated the war.“ 
Mr. Smith docs not deny that the civil 

war was inevitable. He ealls Uncle Tom's 

Cabin an “ appalling, awful, and criminal 


mistake because it hastenéd the coming 


of the war. Mrs, Stowe's navel was given 
to the public during 1851 and the early 
part of 1852, nine years before Sumter 
was fired on. When does Mr. Smith think 
the war would have come if Mrs. Stowe 
had not written? 

That a contest between the North and 
South was inevitable nobody questions now, 
The causes of it existed before the union 
was formed and. were imibedded in the 
constitution: It was not ‘from Uncle 
Tom's Cabin that Mr. Seward learned of 
thé “irrepressible conflict” between free- 
dom and slavery. It was not from read- 
ing that book that Mr. Lincoln came to 
believe that “this government cannot en- 
“dure permanently half slave and halt 
“free. I do not expect the union to be 
% dissolyed—I do not expect the house to 
“ fall—but I do expect it will cease to be 
“divided. It will become all one thing 
“orall the other.“ 

Mrs. Stowe’s book had a great influence 
on the emotions of Northern men and 
women. It gave them a keener sense of 
the horrors of slavery than they had ever 
had before, The men who had been un- 
moved by facts when narrated by aboli- 
tionist speakers were affected by them when 
put in dramatic form by the novelist. But 
“Uncle Tom's Cabin did not organize 
the Republican party, That organization, 
pledged to resist the extension of slavery, 
was tite result of the repeal of the Mis- 
souri compromise in 1854. 

Mrs. Stowe cannot justly be accused of 
having precipitated the enactment of the 
Kansas-Nebraska bill or of having induced 
the slave power to demand the extension 
of ala very into what had previously been 
free territory, The war was precipitated 
by the aggressiona of the slaveholders. They 
saw that if they waited too long the 


| puperiority of the North in numbere and 


resources would be so great that the South 
could not win, | 

South was aggressive at a time when 
the North, in spite of “ Uncle Tom’s Cabin,” 
was not in sympathy with the abolitionists. 
Blijah Lovejoy was not supported by pub- 
lic sentiment in his own State, If the 
question of abolition of slavery in the States 
where it existed had been put to a vote 
in any of the Northern States it would 
have been overwhelmingly defeated. 

All the Republican party asked was that 
the extension of slavery be stopped, That 
was all it asked for even after that 
provocative Dred Scott decision which de- 
clared that a slave might be carried into 
a free State and yet remain a slave it re- 
turned to a slave State. The methods pro- 
posed by Mr. Lincoln—who was no aboli- 


tionist—and by the Republican party as 


regarded dealing with slavery were purely 
constitutional methods. Nothing which was 
done by that party or its great leader was 
adequate provocation for war. 

When Southern States adopted secession 
ordinances, Southern Senators and Repre- 
sentatives abandoned their seats in Con- 


| gress, Southern army and navy officers re- 


signed their commissions, and a traitorous 
Secretary of War shipped to the South 
munitions of war belonging to the general 
government, it was not because of what 
Mrs. Stowe had written nearly nine years 
before, but because the South was resolved 
on war. 

By firing on Sumter the South began a 
war which it had previously determined on. 
Its leaders had made up their minds to 
establish a slave republic, taking in not 
merely slave States, which belonged to 
the original thirteen, bat slave States, like 
Louisiana, formed out of territory bought 
by and for the general government and 
territory purchased by the latter and be- 
longing to it. The slaveholders, as free 
agents or as instruments in the hands of 
an overruling destiny, precipitated the 
war. 

Evidently fiction is Mr. Smith's congenia! 
field. He ehould let history alone. He 
should also keep his hands off “ Uncle 
Tom's Cabin,” which was a novel in name 
only. It told the story of slavery truly. It 
gave both sides—the lighter one of semi- 
patriarchal slavery on the Kentucky planta- 
tion and the blacker one in the cotton fields 
of the gulf States. 


“CHICAGO, AWAKE!” HOW! 
Administration is more than laws, but 
the American is astonishingly slow to ap- 
prehend the fact. His exaggerated reliance 
upon the federal constitution as a sort 
of national insurance policy, and similar- 
ly upon legal framework in general, has 
dimmed his appreciation of executive ma- 
chinery. He is often eager and discriminat- 
ing about new statutes, while careless and 
dense about who is to apply them. 
We must awake from our lethargy,” 
said President Dietrich at the Real Es- 
tate board banquet on Thursday night.

According- 
ly—to condense his words—we need more 
revenue legislation and also such charter 
revision as will involve a complete change 


in the entire system of governing this 


great city.” 
‘Improvements in the local “system” of 
government are now end always will be 
in order. Still, that system, even now, is 
one of the best rather than one of the worst 
among those of American cities. Not the 
system but its management is and has 
been the chief subject for apology. Our 
Uls have been principally due, not to the 
tyranny of bad laws, but to incompetence 
and willful abuse in their administration. 
If Chicago is to awake, its public life 
must be lifted upon a new plane, a plane 
of honesty, efficiency, and genuine progress. 
In the complex relations of the great mod- 
ern city every phase of private activity 
responds to the quality of the government, 
Aside from the direct influence of improve- 


ments, cleanliness, and security—or their

‘bis independent views. But independence 
even if sometimes carried to an extreme 
is more to be commended than unmitigated 
| subserviency. ‘The Sepvator’s position in 
reference. to free silver tried the patience 
of some of his best friends, but they had 
to recognize his ability and the honesty 
of his intentions. In public life he has 
said or done nothing he has not meant. 

He is one of the hard-working members 
of the Senate. As chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Privileges and Elections he has 
shown himself efficient and fearless. He 
is a good debater—keen, incisive, and rasp- 
ing. Few among his colleagues care to 
challenge him to a contest. He has long 
been influential in the councils of his party. 
Republicans will not forget the active part 
he took in the national convention held at 
Chicago in 1880. He was chairman of 
the Committee on Credentials when the 
great contests—in which Illinois and Chi- 
cago were chiefly interested—came up, and 
were decided in such a way that the con- 
vention was organized in opposition to the 
third term idea, 

Senator Chandler’s defeat was doubtless 
brought about by the opposition of the rail- 
roads. ‘The stand he took with reference 
to them—which certainly was more extreme 
‘than that of any Northern Senator and per- 
haps of any man in the Senate—was re- 
garded by the roads as unreasonable, So 
they fought him. It is not at all certain 
that they would have been able to get the 
better of him but for the aid of the secret 
ballot. In this respect his defeat is peculiar- 
ly unfortunate, for it sets a bad precedent. 
If legislators had the courage of their con- 
victions it would not be necessary for them 
to resort to the secret ballot when electing 
a Senator. 

If the secret ballot is generally introduced 
in the choosing of Senatorial candidates 
unscrupulous men will be strongly tempted 
to use bribery and corruption, either by 
promises of offices or the distribution of 
hard cash. Eventually the statesman who 
has the longest purse may invariably be 
the statesman who gets into the Senate. 
Whatever else may happen it is certain 
that the introduction of the secret ballot 
will intensify the popular demand for the 
election of Senators by the people. 


MR, SOTHERN AS HAMLET. 
Many students of Shakspeare and men 
— have given close attention to acting 
agree with Professor Clark's estimate 
of Mr. Sothern’s Hamlet, omitting some 
of its offensive terms. When the professor 
says that Sothern lacks the all-important 
quality of simplicity he puts his finger 
on the main defects of that actor's im- 
personation. Mr. Sothern is not only lack- 
ing in simplicity. of manner but is extremely 
deficient in his elocution. He is overem- 
phatic. His speech lacks variety of light, 
and shade and of tone. It is too robust- 
ious. It violates most of the rules laid 
down in Hamlet's own instructions to the 


players. In parts of the play it can almost 


be said that Mr. Sothern rants. In other 
parts he is noisy and declamatory. He 
seems to put emphasis on too many words 
in the same sentence. Sometimes every 
fourth word will be emphasized strongly 
and the meaning of the text is obscured 
rather than brought out by his interpreta- 
tion of the character. | 

Mr. Sothern is more of a melodramatic 
aptor than a tragedian. He never can be 
a tragedian. He never can satisfy the ex- 
acting demands of a critical audience in 
such a part as Hamlet. He should not 
have attempted the part. His impersona- 
tion is wholly inadequate. It indicates 
a fundamental inability to grasp the mean- 
ing of the character and set it forth in- 
telligently to the audience. It is almost 
as weak a performance of Hamlet“ as 
was ever given by a man holding Sothern’s 
comparative rank in the profession. 

If it were not for the existence of the 
theatrical syndicate in this country Mr. 
Sothern would never have been brought 
before the public in the play of “ Hamlet.” 
He did not appear to have the qualifica- 
tions which would fit him for the role of 
the melancholy’ Dane. He was a most 
agreeable and popular actor, whose whole 
line of work had been in other directions 
—either light comedy or eccentric character 
acting or something approaching the lighter 
kinds of melodrama, as in the “ Prisoner 
of Zenda.” He never had any training 
or experience as a tragedian. He inherits 
from his father the faculty of the comedian 
and not that of the tragedian, but, like 
many comedians, he fancies he can shine in 
tragedy. 

The theatrical syndicate, without refer- 
ence to Mr. Sothern's fitness for the part 
or the likelihood of his adding to his fame 
by undertaking it, thrust him forward for 
mercenary and commercial reasons, reckon- 
ing upon the fact that both he and his 
wife—Miss Virginia Harned—were great 
favorites with the public. The syndicate 
felt that if these two persons were put 
before the public in perhaps the greatest 
of all tragic plays they would have a “ suc- 
cess of curiosity.” They would attract 


large crowds to the theaters and there | 


would be corresponding benefits at the box 
office. The men controlling the syndicate 
must have been too shrewd to imagine that 
Mr. Sothern was capable of acting Hamlet 

rly or adding to his fame and name 
or his standing in the profession by under- 
taking it. They did not care what his fate 
might be under the cireumstances, provided 
they got sufficient returns to justify what 
was for them a purely commercial enter- 
prise; and to pay for the beautiful and ex- 
pensive scenery and costumes. . That re 
sult was assured before the undertaking

ON ENGINES IN WAR 

special request of Lord Roberts Colonel 
R. E. B. Crompton has just returned to Bng- 
land from south Africa in order to work out 
some problems connected with the use of self- 
propeiled vehicles in time of war. In the 
spring of this year Colonel Crompton went 
out in charge of the Electrical Engineer Vol- 
unteer Corps, which is affiliated to the Royal 
Engineers. The corps has accomplished 
most valuable work, although but few re- 
ports of its deeds have found their way inte 
the newspapers. 4 


The Electrical Engineer Voluntee 
was established by the Institution of Elec- 
trical Engineers. under the Presidency of 
the late Mr. D. Hopkinson. It consists of 
some 400 young men, most of whom have had 
a good scient education and who are en- 
gaged in various branches of electrical en- 
gineering. When the war broke out the 
corps expressed its desire to be sent out to 
the front, and pointed out in how many dit- 
ferent directions it could be of use. At first 
the War office did not see its way to utilise 
the corps, but at length it relented. and Col- 
onel Crompton was given a free hand in the 
equipmem of active service contingents. 
Some seventy electrical engineers volun- 
teered, and a few Royal Engineer officers 
and non-commissioned officers were added to 
the corps, Colonel (or, as he then was, Major) 
Crompton being in command. Among the 


things that the corps proposed to do were:

The equipment consisted of projectors or 
searchlights, traction engines, dynamos, bi- 
cycles, telegraph and telephone apparatus, 
eto. When Colonel Crompton arrived at 
Cape Town he had an interview with Colonel 
Girouard, R. E., Government Director, of 
Railways, who sent the corps up to Rail- 
head,“ the name given to the farthest point 
of the military construction railway. 


The electricians had to perform their task 
on many occasions while bullets were singing 
about their ears and were plowing up the 
ground all around them, They kept their 
rifles stacked close to where they were work- 
ing, and again and again they had to leave 
their jobs and turn from civilians into fight- 
ing men all of a sudden. The corps’ main 
object was to ald the rallway engineers in 
their labors, and this they did by running are 
lamps all night, so that the work of repairing 
might never stop, laying telephone wires to 
keep the more advanced body in touch with 
the main column, manipulating the seach- 
light to spy out the enemy, the hauling of 
wagons carrying equipment and supplies by 
the traction engines, and by many other 
ways. 

When Lord Roberts at length reached Pre- 
torla he soon found the need of the “ seien- 
tifle corps.“ Lord Roberts telegraphed for 
Colonel Crompton, who, together with his 
“handy men,” socn arrived on the spot and 
set matters straight. The electrical en- 
gineers found much to do in Pretoria. Be- 
sides attending to the forts, they took in 
hand the lighting of the hospitals, and gen- 
erally made themselves useful in many dif- 
ferent directions, 

. 

Two of these call for especial mention— 
namely: the employment of traction engines 
for moving heavy ordnance and for hauling 
supply wagons. When Colonel Crompton 
was organizing his equipment he realized 
that it must be entirely independent of rail- 
ways and that motors must therefore be em- 
ployed. Having had a good deal of experi- 
ence with the steam horse while in India, he 
was able to design some traction engines es- 
pecially suited for a campaign in south Af- 
rica. They weighed only eight tons, and con- 
sumed about twenty-eight pounds of water 
an hour for every electrical horse-power de- 
veloped. The traction engines sent out by 
the War office under the charge of Colonel 
Templer weighed eighteen tons each. 

A few months ago army efficers did not 
much favor mechanical transport, mainly 
because they had had so little proof of its 
value. Colonel Crompton saw that he must 
get his engines up to the front somehow or 
other, and succeeded in attaining his end by 
passing them off as engines for electric light- 
ing purposes, which, of course, they were. 

“Once at the front,” said Colonel Cromp- 
ton, they were used for transport, and from 
that time the cause of automobilism did not 
suffer in south Africa. Lord Roberts asked 
if we could move heavy guns from one posi- 
tion into another, and we proved that we 
could do this so satisfactorily that whenever 
he wanted to put the six-inch guns into a 
position which was difficult. he always sent 
for the traction engines. One traction en- 
gine will accomplish with ease what a hun- 
dred men or fifty bullocks will fail to do, and 
I think our performances in shifting the big 
guns around Pretoria has convinced even 
the most skeptical of officers that the war 
motor has a great future before it.“ 

— 

Colonel Crompton had much that was in- 
teresting to tell respecting the use of the 
steam traction engines in the transport of 
supplies. One of his tasks was the manage- 
ment of a line of steam traction between Pre- 
toria and Rustenburg. In the course of a 
week it would take about 130 tons of food for 
two columns twenty or thirty miles west of 
Pretoria. Thirty tons of this amount were 
food for men, and 100 tons were for horses 
and mules, and if the columns had been sup- 
plied with self-propelled vehicles the weight 
could have been cut down to about seven 
or eight tons of fuel in place of the hundred 
tons of forage. 

A few months ago Pretoria was on the 
verge of starvation, simply because the fod- 
der for the animals had to be brought in as 
well as the food for the men, and the former 
absorbed such a large amount of space. As 
has been mentioned already, Colonel Cromp- 
ton is now at work devising means whereby 
mechanical transport may supersede animal 
transport in the fleld, He has a scheme for 
making the transport service of an entire 
division of the army independent of the rail- 
ways, and he also has many other ideas 
which he hopes to put into practice. 


Up till now traction engines only have 
been employed in the British army, but it fs 
probable that some kind of motor wagon will 
de found serviceable in many ways. Colonel 
Crompton pointed out that the lesson of the 
war as regarded automobilism was a strik- 
ing one. The whole of the Transvaal was 
dotted with dead animals which had died 
either from starvation or disease, and the 
great outbreak of enteric fever was nodoubt 
partly caused by the mass of dead and dying 
animals. There was not, however, a dead or 
decomposing traction engine In the whole of 
south Africa.—London Graphic,

Many times she was asked to 
take up her pen and do a little something to 
help the great cause along. Sheshrunk from 
the task. Physically she was weak; her 
family cares were engrossing; in addition she 
was teaching a number of outside pupils. It 
seemed impossible for her to undertake the 
work. Finally the appeals for aid overcame 
all her scruples and she determined to write 
a series of sketches showing with fairness 
what slavery meant to all the human beings 
concerned. While she was in this frame of 
mind she chanced to pick up a copy of a 
magazine containing an authenticated ac- 
count of the escape of a siave mother with 
her child across the ice on the Ohio River. 
That suggestion gave her the start for the 
story which became Uncle Tom's Cabin.“ 


According to her own statement, the first 
part of Uncle Tom's Cabin ever put into 
writing was the death of Uncle Tom. 
“This scene presented itself almost as a 
tangible vision to her mind,” wrote Mrs. 
Stowe, “while sitting at the communion 
table in the little church at Brunswick. She 
was perfectly overcome by it, and could 
scarcely restrain the convulsion of tears and 
sobbings that shook her frame. She 
hastened home and wrote it, and, her hus- 
band being away, read it to her two sons of 
10 and 12 years of age. The little fellows 
broke out into convulsions of weeping, one 
of them exclaiming, ‘O, mamma, slavery is 
the most cursed thing In the world.’ From 
that time the story can be less said to have 
been composed by her than imposed upon her. 
Scenes, incidents, conversations rushed upon 
her with a vividness and importunity which 
would not be denied. The book insisted upon 
getting itself into being and would take no

the ‘consequent ordering of Mariamne's ex- 
ecution, contained in the: second act; and the 
recovery from the desperate iliness caused 
by this latter deed, retarded by the bringing 
into his view of the body of the dead Queen. 
The last curtain falls not less than thirty- 
two years before his final dissolution, which 
corresponds with the date of the birth of 
Jesus, in the year 1 A. D., and Mr. Phillips 
has given his play great effectiveness by 
making his climax at the height of one of 
Herod's periods of insensibility and seeming 
death of his mind far above anything pogsi- 
ble by a mere physical passing away. 

The first of the acts is the finest, contain- 
ing as it does a little scene of rare beauty, 
when the ladies of the court assemble to 
await the coming of the evening breeze and 
the wonderful scene of love-making bttween 
the royal pair just before he sets forth for 
Rhodes and the discovery of the death of 
Aristobulus. The second act opens most 
impressively, with the sentinels watching 
for Herod's return. He, impatient of his 
separation from Mariamne, rushes on alone 
ahead of his companions, clad in full armor, 
and, as the sentinel exclaims, ‘* burns from 
pillar to pillar like fire before the wind. At 
the close of this act word is brought of a 
splendid addition to his possessions by the 
liberality of Augustus, but he has just or- 
dere@ Mariamne’s death in an outburst of 
mingled jealousy and fear and the good news 
falls on deaf ears. So the third act goes 
out with the King in utter ignorance of a 
similar addition to his kingdom. In this way 
the continued interrelation of outward gain 
and inward loss is kept apparent in order, 
seemingly, that the lesson of ambition and 
Its self-contained antidote may be preserved. 

The stage direetions for the closing curtain 
may be given to indicate the distance be- 
tween Shakspeare’s barren stage and the 
London manager's resources four centuries 
later. The whole act, it should be observed, 
hangs on the ability. of the court to withhold 
from Herod the fact of Mariamne’s death, he 
having just returned from a period of 
seclusion, during which time he had been 
stricken in body and mind. When it be- 
comes impossible to withstand his orders 
longer the dead body of the Queen is brought 
in. Catalepsy seizes him when his eyes rest 
upon the beloved body. This ensues— 

Slowly and silently the whole court melt away, 
one or two coming and looking on the King, then 
Geparting. Herod is left alone by the litter, stand- 
ing motionless. The curtain descends, then rises, 
and it is night, with a few stars. It descends, and 
again rises, and pow it is the glimmer of dawn 
which falls upon Herod and Mariamne, he stil) 
standing rigid and with fixed stare in the catalep- 
tie trance. 

Novel as these stage directions sound to 
the lover of the literary drama, and likely 
as they are to give rise to discussion, they 
certainly are as legitimate today as the ex- 
cursiong and alarums of Shakspeare’s less 
resourceful day, and it is not difficult to find 
@ spiritual meaning in the successive tab- 
leaux which they command. 


A Novel of the Mountains. 
„Visiting the Sin.“ By Emma Reyner. 
Small, Maynard & Co. 
In “ Visiting the Sin” the life that, until 
recent yéars, obtained in the mountain fast- 
‘nesses of Kentucky and Tennessee is depicted 
in most creditable way. The story is one of 
elemental passions, love, hate, devotion, and 
revenge; and rising behind it and its wild, 
untutored actors is the fitting background of 
ruged, frowning mountains. 

The heroine ts a young and beautiful girl 
whose object in life ts to avenge her father's 
death. She belicves him to have been mur- 
dered, and the man upon whom she has fixed 
the crime being dead, she directs the vials of 
her wrath toward his one son—a kindly, gen- 
tle boy, who accepts his inheritance of woe 
as nothing more than is due the son of @ mur- 
derer. When it is too late to repair much of 
the mischief the girl has wrought she finds 
her father is still living. 

It is not a well constructed story, there 
being so many issues that have no direct 
bearing upon the principal one. There are 
two or three love stories that end happily, 
and these involve plot and counterplot, but 

‘always the interest centers about the unfor- 
tunate son of the murderer who died to ex- 
plate a sin his father never committed.

Latest Views on Evolution. 
“The Method of Evolution.” By H. W. 
Conn of Wesleyan University. G. P. 


Putnam's Sons. 

Persons wishing to get a complete under- 
standing of the latest phases of scientific 
thought regarding the origin of species will 
find just what they want in Professor Conn's 
volume, The Method of Evolution.“ It is a 
bock for the popular reader, though its 
phraseology is necessarily scientific. It goes 
to thé heart of all the different phases 
through which the theory of evolution has 
gone since Darwin's day, presenting each im- 
partially. The treatment of Weismann's 
theory of heredity is especially lucid and 
valuable for readers who have not yet 
grasped this latest departure in. scientific 
thought—the most important since Darwin 
startled the world with his theory of evolu- 
tion by the survival of the fittest. 

A number of years ago Professor Conn 
wrote a similar boak summing up the evi- 
dence for and against the genera! theory of 
evolution. He states in his new book that 
the theory is now as universally accepted 
among scientists as the theory of gravita- 
tion. Some people think, because scientists 
are still in dispute over various points, that 
evolution itself is under dispute. The factis 
that science regards the evolutionary theory 
as demonstrated beyond discussion, but There 
is a warm dispute as to the method by which 
species are evolved. The discussion centers 
most hotly around August Weismann’s 
theory of heredity. 

Seventeen years ago it appeared as if Dar- 
win's doctrine of natural selection was about 
to be partly abandoned and its place filled by 
Lamarck’s theory that evolution is caused 
by the use and disuse of organs. The school 
of Neo- was having things 
pretty much its own way when Weismann 
caused a revolution by propounding the 
theory that heredity is absolutely unaffected 
by any variation in the individual—that 
heredity is the result solely of the passing on 
of the germ plasm” from parent to off- 
spring. He asserted that the acquired char- 
acteristics of the parent had absolutely no 
effect upon the offspring, and that evolution 
of the race is caused solely by the survival of 
* ‘held that evolution is caused |

acquired char - 
acters and by the survival of the fittest. 
Now the scientists divided at once into two 
hostile schools, the Neo-Lamarckians pin- 
ning their faith to the one idea and the Weis- 
mannians to the other. Weismann's theory 
implies that a father may be as intemperate 
or as exemplary as he pleases, yet he cannot 
transmit his taste for liquor or his love of 
nobility to his son. It would overturn the 
whole system of accepted morals, as well as 
of accepted science. Yet the microscope has 
given much startling evidence in support of 
Weismann’s theory. Just what is proved 
and what is debatable is told by Professor 


Conn in the clearest English that the subject 


permits. He repeats himself more or less, 
but only’for the purpose of clearness. 
Professor Conn shows that at the t 
moment Weismannism is in the act of weak- 
ening slightly, to the extent of admitting 
that there may be some unknown method by 
which acquired characters may influence the 
offspring. This is not far from what Darwin 
held, so that the net result of these seventeen 
years of discussion has been to make Darwin 
nanny completely triumphant than ever be- 
ore, | 


Lovemaking at Manila. 
Ray's Daughter.” By General Charles

the inevitable stalwart Lieutenant meets her 
aboard a train on her way to California. A 
convenient accident gives him a chance to 
make her acquaintance, and then the various 
combinations of circumstances that occur 
from this time on until they reach the Phil- 
ippines give them ample opportunity to fall 
in love with each other. There are the usual 
interesting scenes at Hawaii, and, later on, 
at Manila, the most important of which is 
Marion’s unconditional surrender after a 
most becoming defense. Other characters 
are Marion's soldier father, another lover, a 
runaway soldier boy, and the Red Cross 
nurses. 

Literary Notes. 

Sir Walter Besant's new novel is entitled The 
Lady of Lynn.“ Its publication in serial form has 
just begun in an English weekly magazine. 

The copy of Poe's Tamerlane published in 
Boston in 1827 was recently sold at auction in New 
York for $2,050. This copy once fetched $1,750, 
was resold after a handsome French binding had 
been put upon it for $1,400, and now has known an 
increase in value of $650. 

The tenth and concluding volume of the new 
library edition of the complete works of 
Everett Hale is announced for immediate publica- 
tion. It will be in one way unique, for in it are 
brought together the poems of the author written 
at intervals during the last fifty years. 

The memorial of Max-Müller is to be lly 
associated with Oxford, England, and will prob- 


ably take the form of a portrait or bust, and the 


endownment of research in matters to which the 
late professor devoted his life, the languages, 
literature, and religions of ancient India. 

The St. James’ Gazette characterizes the Amer- 
dean novel thus: It is sui generis, a type apart. 
Its chief fault as a class is to be found in the short 
views which it is apt id take in human nature; its 
virtue lies in its strenuous truthfulness in the 
depicting of a limited side of life. There is little 
art in it, but much realism.“ 


An eminent authority on Goethe has passed 
away in the person of Dr. K. J. Schröer, who died 
at Vienna on Dec. 17 in his ninety-fifth year. He 
was one of the editors of the Weimar edition of 
Goéthe’s works, and editor of the Chronik des 
Wiener Goethe Vereins. In addition to his com- 
mentaries and essays on Goethe, which won for him 
the name of the Austrian Düntser,“ he publ 
a history of German literature and a number of 
studies on philological subjects. 


It is announced that Robert Buchanan, who 

was stricken with paralysis in October, will not 
recover. A memorial which will insure his com- 
fort for some months has been organized by 
certain of his friends, for Mr. Buchanan is left 
virtually dependent upon charity, his copyrights 
having been swallowed up in unfortunate ula- 
tions into which he was induced to ester. For two 
or three years his health has been poor, and th 
condition at last culminated in the stroke of 
paralysis which has resulted in his having lost 
now the power of speech. 
Dr. Hans Meyer, chief of the Bibliographical In- 
stitute of Leipzig, has secured for that library, 
from the widew of Heinrich Heine, a large mass of 
valuable literary remains, fully 1,500 pages, in the 
handwriting of the poet himself. In these papers 
are found the originals of a number of Heine's 
leading works. Especially valuable, however, 
as supplying new data and details for the poet's 
career, is a series of more than 1,000 letters, ad- 
dressed to him by prominent contemporaries, such 
as Laube, Varnhagen, Rahel, Robert Schumann, 
Meyerbeer, Hiller, Lewald, Count Auersperg, and 
the members of his own family. 

It is proposed to place memorial busts of Charles 
Lamb and John Keats in the Public Library at 
Edmonton. Charles Lamb resided at Bay Cottage, 
in Church street, and died there in 1854, soon after 
the death of his friend Coleridge. His body lies 
in a simple and unprotected grave in the church- 
yard close by, the only embellishment being Cary’s 
epitaph. Keats lived in the same street from 
1810 to 1816, during his apprenticeship to a local 
surgeon, and here he wrote hies Juvenile Poems. 
Both Keats and Lamb were associated also with 
Enfield. Keats went to school there, and Lamb 
lived at Chase Side. From Chase Side he wrete, 
in 1827: I am settled, and for life, 1 hope, at 
Enfield. I have taken the prettiest, compactest 
house I ever Saw.“
